KILLARNEY LAKE. 

To the went of the town, and cut ot! 
from boat connection with the other 
lakea, lies the fourth of our large lakes, 
Killarney, which we have referred to 
in a former article us “the sunset lake.” 
The nearest part of this lake being a 
mile from the station, it is often en-. 
tirely overlooked by visitors to the 
town, but for those .who do not object 


to its comparative seclusion, or who 
|s>rhaps prefer it on that account, if 
offers attractions hardly inferior to 
koine of tile others. Its length lies 
nearly‘east and west, and looking 
from the town end forms a quietly 
picturesque vista, well suited to the 
taste of the seeker for a restful home, 
and when the evening sun sinTis la'liind 
the pines at the far end, and the red 
and gold of the western sky are re¬ 
flected from its calm surface, con¬ 
trasting with the darkening gri*cn of 
the foliage about the shores, we have 
an ever changing scene that rivals 
tairy land, and makes us strain our 
eyes to see if we cannot catch a glimpse 
ol wood-nymphs' dance or satyrs' 
play in some darkening grove on the 
shore. It is like watching the glowing 
.embers of a tire—the luilld is otf its 
guard, and some such mythic life seems 
all that is lacking to complete the illu 
sion, and carry us into some strange 
new world of poetry and dreams. 

The visitor to Winter Park may 
-Tnk«"a pleasant and interestb*g drive 
around this lake, as we did lately,and 
see its charms and the improvements 
of those who have already settled 
there. Staiding out from town to the 
south of the hike we Fust notice at a 
little distance to'our right the grove 
of Dr. Henkel, at the easterly end of 
the lake, and a little further on, the 
grove and dwelling of Mr. Hubert Held, 
who has a pleasantly situated and 
thrifty place on the south shore. To 
the left of the road, away from the 
lake, la; the extensive nurseries of 
Messrs. Holden Urns., where thou¬ 
sands of little orange trees are await¬ 
ing their turn to furnish the new groves 
constantly being started in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Beyond the nurseries we conic in 
sight of Little Fair view Lake, and 
soon pass close to its shores, sighting 
as we do so Lake Fairview itself, which 
lies just beyond^ The two lakes make 
an almost continuous stretch of water 
for about two miles, and there are 
some good locations along their shores, 
although the country around them 


being generally flutter, they are less 
picturesque than Killarney. Between 
lakes Killarney and Fairview is the 
Horseshoe Mound, from the top of 
which a pretty view of hothlake* is to 
Hm* had. . It is believed to bean artifi¬ 
cial mound, of Indian origin, and var¬ 
ious i-riics have been found there, al¬ 
though we do not know that any sys¬ 
tematic exploration of it has been 
Itmde,. It takes its name from its 
curved shape, which roughly' resembles 
a huge.horseshoe, the highest part of 
the ntoillid being at t lie toe of the shoe 
and facing t o t lie uni t h. . 

To the southwest of the mound is a 
freak of nat ure, called, for want of a 
better name, the “sink-hole.” It is a 
circular pit about •inofcct across,sunk 
in the midst of a nearly lev c| surround¬ 
ing count ry, as if a. plug had been slid 
dcnly pulled out of tin* bottom just al 
that point. The sides drop very 
steeply, and are covered with a jungle 
of trees and vines, which shows that 
the drop lias not been of very recent 
TTcrnrrcnce. At a depth nf perhaps 
forty or lifty feet below tIn; surround¬ 
ing surface of the ground there is a 
pool of water about 150 feet ifi diam¬ 
eter, which has a cloudy green color 
resembling glacier water, and entirely 
unlike any other water in this neigh¬ 
borhood! >n the west side a steep 
path leads down to where some one 
has planted a clmupof banana plants, 
which seem to have flourished in this 
protected spot for several years with¬ 
out care, .lust across the path from 
t lie bananas a clear spring of pure, 
sweet water issues from the hank, and 
is apparently the only source of sup¬ 
ply’ for the pool below. How deep the 
latter is no one knows,.Jait from all 
appearances t he dept h may he quite 
considerable m proportion to its size. 

Turning north from here we come) 
in half a mile or less, to the place of 
Mr. Holden, senior, where two of his 
sons also live. Here is quite a farm, 
with large bouse and stables, the lat¬

More I linn IOU years ago fin old 
farmer adopted a simple plan that 
proved efficacious in providing a dean, 
wholesome row yard, and /it the Maine 
time ihakiiig and Having a large 
amount of rich manure. Ilia plan 
wan simply to once a month plow his 
eo>V yard, and thus turn the fresh 
dung lielow the surface. 'Pins nave 
the cons a lied of Moft, fresh earth to 
tie on, and' by the time it ifafs neces¬ 
sary to plow again, the manure turned 
under had been me so iueOrpy rated 
with the soil as to he jut longerolTcn- 
si\e. This was continued during the 
summer, and hy fall he had a hrd of 
compost as deep as he had plowed, 
which, hauling upon his laud, he said 
was as rich and effective as the 
heat barnyard manure. • Mirhi^un 
Ftirmrr. ' 

The plan is a good one, no doubt. 
All the old straw and chips and trash 
generally might he scattered over 
the lot and plowed in with the stock 
manure. The tonuer will absorb 
and retain a great deal of the liipiid 
matter that might otherwise lie lost, 
and which will, of itself, hasten the 
decomposition of the hay, chips and 
t rash.

suveasupich of the liquid matter as 
possible, for t</ waste it is a serious 
loss indeed.— So. /i/ve Stork Journal.

Curing Lemons. 

Aui •eeably to my promise, ami in re¬ 
sponse to requests from growers in 
<lilT«'i't>nl sections of the Rtme. I siib- 
mil tin* following process of curing 
lemons obtained in interviews with 
those prominent in the lemon industry 
of Florida, as well iim t hose ex perienccd 
in Italian modes of curing: 

, (’lip—do not pull—tin 1 lemons when 
fully grown Mini beginning to show a 
faint sign of golden color, but before 
tla-v t nrn'-^-irow. Ft ’'requires some 
experience to know wlicn to clip tin- 
h-moiiN, (lie tembmey lining'to clip too 
soon, thus injuring the tlavofaml re¬ 
ducing the amount of juice, which is 
the certain clTect if picked before 
mat tire. 

As soon as clipped lay them on the 
('round |n the shade where not a ray 
of sunshine can fall upon tliejn. as 
that would make them spotted. Ho 
not put any covering on them. Ia*I 
them lie on the ground a week, seven 
days and night h. 

Have prepared a close, tiglit. dark 
room, and on the tloor pile all the 
lemons in one heap. Cover with 
blankets, shut the door and let them 
remain forty-eight hours; then wipe 
them cnri-fujly, for they will be cov¬ 
ered wit h moist tire. 

Provide latticed shelves in a (lark, 
dry room—probably tin- room in 
which they were sweated would he the 
most' convenient—and lay them oil 
ilic shelves t wo deco to rirv. being carp; 
fill not t o ex pose I hem to either light 
ocair. Is-t t hem remain on the shelves 
three or four days, then carefully sine, 
wrap and pack them very tightly in 
boxes, marking number of lemons and 
brand on each box. Pack 2->0, or 
.’«)(), or M50 in each box. Then ship, 
but do not let the boxes lie for hours 
exposed to the sun. if possible to pre¬ 
vent. Much fruit is ruined lying in 
the strong sunshine at the depot 
awaiting transference to the cars. 
Send, if possible, in lots of twenty-live 
boxes, or upwards, as tin- larger lots 
bring better prices than when shipped 
in lots of less than t went y-live boxes. —

The Glass or Joint Snake. 

The snake lizard, or joint snake iim 
it in called in sonic localities, is a pe¬ 
culiar reptile, and has seemingly puz¬ 
zled tin* earlier natiiraliKtH as to it h 
proper classilicot ion, some placing it 
among the scris-nts (nphnhn), and 
other* with the lizards!/accrti/ia). It 
in Nerpent-like in form, being destitute 
of limhe,hut a mere glance at it m anat¬ 
omy proveH it to he a true lizard. 'Hie 
lower jaw hone is not disjointed an in 
the KiiakeK, and the eyes of the snake 
lizard have movnhle lids, and it h earn 
are visible externally — characters 
which never appear in «er|ientN. 11x 
tongue ia not Hlender, forked and 
Kheathed an in the serpents, hut is 
somewhat arrow-shanco, notched in 
front and covereil before with granu¬ 
lar, and posteriorily with liliforiu pa¬ 
pilla*. The scales are quadrangular in 
shape, arranged in transverse rows, 
and a fold of skin runs along each side 
of the body, separat ing the upper from 
t he lower parts. 

The tail of a snake or lizard is al¬ 
ways considered that portion poste¬ 
rior to t he anal openihg or vent. The. 
portion anterior to the vent is tfa* 
body proper, as it contains-all of lie- 
vital organs, while the tail contains 
nothing important, In the snake liz¬ 
ard the vent is situated far forward, 
and the tail is often twice the length 
of the head and body together. When 
the reptile is struck lightly, the por¬ 
tion which seemingly is voluntarily 
broken to pieces is always the tail, 
never the body or that portion anter¬ 
ior to the anal opening. 

“In many of the lizards the caudal 
vertebra* have a very singular struct¬ 
ure,the middle of each being traversed 
by a thin,unossitied transverse septum. 
The vertebra naturally breaks with 
grea t readiness through the plane of t he 
septum, and when such lizards are 
seized by the tail, that appendage is 
pretty certain to part at one of these 
weak points.” The iiiuscEcm of tin* 
tail do not pass over these joints, so 
that the parting of the tail does not 
cause a tearing apart of the muscular 
fibers, but simply a separation of one 
muscular plate from another. 

When the tail has once been broken, 
it is hardly necessary to say that it is 
impossible for the reptile to collect and 
'reunite the pieces.— C. Few Smhn in 
Scion title A rncrica n.

Whatever else you may do to a tig 
tree be sure and never prune it. If it 
fails to hold fruit,cease to stir the soil 
and in a few months the lateral roots 
w ill have sought the surface soil, and 
it is then au easy matter to prune the 
roots with a spade by sticking if in 
the ground about a foot deep. The 
roots should be prinked a distance 
from the trees not exceeding two-thirds 
of the length of-the lower branches.— 
Florida Agriculturist.
